1. AS ISRAELI PRIME MINISTER RABIN, WHO IS ALREADY IN 
RESIDENCE AT SCHLOSS GYMNICH, WILL REMAIN IN BONN FOR 
JULY 12 MEETING WITH THE SECRETARY, GERMANS HAVE PRO- 
VIDED ALTERNATE ACCOMMODATIONS FOR THE SECRETARY AT THE 
OFFICIAL FOREIGN MINISTRY GUEST HOUSE AT VENUSBERG 
(FORMERLY WILLI BRANDT'S RESIDENCE). VENUSBERG PROVIDES 
ON SECOND FLOOR A SUITE FOR THE SECRETARY, ONE LARGE 
GUEST ROOM WITH TWIN BEDS FOR TWO SPECIAL ASSISTANTS, AND 
AN OFFICE INCORPORATING ONE SLEEPING ACCOMMODATION POSSI- 
BLY FOR SECOND SPECIAL ASSISTANT IF IT NOT DESIRED 

TO SHARE BEDROOM; THIRD FLOOR ACCOMMODATIONS ARE SINGLE 
ROOMS SUITABLE FOR STAFF ALL SHARING ONE BATH; AND GROUND 
FLOOR CONTAINS DINING ROOM SEATING 28 PERSONS, LARGE 
RECEPTION/CONFERENCE ROOM, AND A LIBRARY FOR PRIVATE 
DISCUSSIONS. USSS ADVANCE TEAM PROPOSE THEIR COMMAND 
POST EITHER IN BASEMENT OR SMALL ADJACENT BUILDING.

PARTICIPATE IN FRIDAY EVENING TALKS AND WORKING DINNER

IN REF B), AND FOREIGN MINISTER GENSCHER WILL ACCOMPANY 
THE SECRETARY TO THE THEATER DER STADT BONN AFTER DINNER 
BY CAR. FONOFF STATES THAT AS MANY MEMBERS OF OFFICIAL 
PARTY WHO WOULD LIKE ARE ALSO WELCOME TO ATTEND 
SOMMERFEST BUT POINTS OUT THAT IT WILL BE INDOORS AND 
THEREFORE CROWDED, NOISY, AND POSSIBLY HOT. THOSE WHO 
DO ATTEND WILL BE ACCOMPANIED BY THEIR GERMAN COUNTER- 
PARTS FROM DINNER. FONOFF WOULD APPRECIATE ADVANCE 
INDICATION, IF POSSIBLE, AS TO WHETHER ANY MEMBERS OF

ARE TO PARTICIPATE IN MEETINGS WITH PRIME MINISTER RABIN 
MAY GO BY CAR FROM HOTEL TO CHANCELLERY FOR ONWARD 
TRAVEL WITH THE SECRETARY TO SCHLOSS GYMNICH BY HELI- 
COPTER. TO ARRANGE PROPER NUMBER OF HELICOPTERS, FONOFF 
REQUESTS NUMBER OF PERSONS GOING TO GYMNICH. PLEASE 
ADVISE. 

11. DEPARTURE ARRANGEMENTS. REMAINDER OF PARTY WILL 
GO DIRECTLY FROM HOTEL TO AIRPORT BY CAR. FONMIN 
GENSCHER WILL WISH TO SEE THE SECRETARY OFF, AND 
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SECRETARY IS LEAVING GYMNICH AT CONCLUSION OF RABIN 
TALKS, SO THAT GENSCHER MAY PROCEED TO AIRPORT.
